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REMARKS 

Formal Matters: 

Claims 11-31 were examined and rejected. Claims 1-10 were previously canceled without 
prejudice. 

By this Amendment, claim 3 1 has been amended to address the rejection under 35 U.S.C. §112. 
Claims 11-31 remain pending in the application. 

Objections to the Specification 

Various portions of the specification were objected to for informalities which have been 
addressed by the above amendments to the specification. 

Rejections Under 35 U,S,C. S112 

Claim 31 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph, with respect to the lack of 
antecedent basis of "said skin stretching member". Correction has been made. 

Double Patenting 

Claims 11-31 were rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-13 of U.S. Patent No. 6,712,776. This amendment has 
been made moot by the enclosed Terminal Disclaimer.
